Tired and worn rescue crews worked 
doggedly today clearing the wreck- 
age from the underground passage 
of the Utah Fuel company's mine 
No. 2 where 173 men were trapped 
by a gas explosion Saturday. 


'Altho all indications are that none 


of the workers survived, the rescue 
crews have not entirely given up 
hope that possibly a few of the men 
were able to build a safe barricade 
against the deadly gases and may 
be found alive. 


The crews have been divided into 


eleven shifts, each squad working 
two hours, owing to the strenuous 
nature of the work.

In place of allevation, social 
work now endeavors to create new 
conditions. Sociology provides the j 
background for social work and the i 
knowledge of social processes gained j 
thru phychology.
